all were on the legs, or ankles, of the 
patients and

these were insect bites of some sort 
but not mosquito punctures.

Servian Army Again Attempts to In 


vade Bulgaria and March on Capital. 


Loss cf L ifc Enormous. 


London, July IL- It is officially eon 
finned here that Bulgaria has taken 
the initiative of asking the European 
powers to try to bring the Balkan war 
to an end. 
Bulgaria has placed herself mire 
serve By in the hands of Russia, with 
the view of bringing about a cessation 
of hostilities in the Balkans and In 
order to prevent further bloodshed 
according to an announcement made 
at 8t. ePtershurg apparently on good 
authority. 
France, it is stated, has undertaken 
to negotiate with Servia and Greece 
on behalf of Bulgaria, to ascertain 
what term s of peace can he arranged. 
The French government has advised 
the Greeks and Servians not to de 
mend too much, otherwise Bulgaria is 
likely to take the chances of fighting 
out the quarrel. 
Another desperate battle, with enor 
mous loss of life on both sides, is rag 
lag north of Kotcharna between Bul­ 
garian* and a Servian army, which at 
tempted to cross the border into Bul­ 
garia, according to a Sofia dispatch. 
The 
Servians had a double object: 
First, to march upon the Bulgarian 
capital; second, to get behind the Bul 
garian line* ami cut ofT the retreat of 
the two southern divisions to Kilt- 
tendil, the Bulgar base of operations. 
According to official advices from 
the front the battle is being fought 
between Ketchana and Egri Palanka, 
along a small river. 
It is estimated 
that about 75,000 men are engaged 
The battle lines are stretched out over 
an areo of ten miles. 
Both sides are 
supjiorted by artillery. 
The Servians 
also havH a heavy force of cavalry. 
Bulgarian 
reinforcements have been 
sent over the Sofla-Uskub railway. 
The Bulgarian troops continue to 
retire, closely pursued by the Servian 
army. according to official reports re 
reived at Belgrade. The Bulgarians 
retreating from Islip had intended to 
occupy Radovitch. an important town 
sim p miles to the east, but the Ser­ 
vian cavalry drove them out of this 
strategic position 
“ Th#- present is the most fateful 
crisis for the Bulgarian rare since 
King Milan of Ber via declared war in 
lfck5 again** Bulgaria in the absence 
of the Bulgarian army on the Turkish 
frontier.” says the Sofia correspondent 
of the f/mdon Times 
"Bulgaria is 
now threatened by hostile forces on 
every side, but the manifold dangers 
of the situation," he says, “are being 
confronted with extraordinary calm 
net-* and resolution. 
*Tp to Tuesday night Eerres was 
Bot occupied by the Greeks. Communi­ 
cation i have been interrupted by the 
flight of the telegraph operators. King 
Ferdinand has bestowed an order for 
bravery upon General Ivanoff for his 
stout resistance against overwhelming 
forces.”

Feeding Young Pigs. 
When the pigs are large enough to 
eat from a trough have a low, flat 
trough for feeding them Just a little 
dry feed or warm milk several times 
daily. 
During this time feed the sow 
liberally—In fact, have her eat all she 
can of slop food and produce as much 
milk as she will, for there is no substi­ 
tute for her milk that will develop the 
youngster as fast. 
Keep them thriv­ 
ing every day. 
If you do not intend 
to breed the sow for a fall litter let 
the pigs run with her until she weans 
them, which will be between two and 
three months. 
If you intend to have 
the sow produce a fall litter let her 
suckle the pigs until they are eight or 
ten weeks old. Then remove the sow 
from the pigs, leaving tile pigs in the 
pen they are accustomed to, and they 
will not worry as much. — National 
Stockman.
